Bin due to a storm the boat soon capsized and all the three 
persons were thrown off into the seu. Shri Ramjibhai Bhik- 
habhai Gohel, a young sailor and fisherman of Veraval notic- 
ed this accident. He immediately jumped into the sea front 
break water wall, without caring for his personal safety, Hnd 
safely brought two of them to them to the shore. Ho again 
went to rescue the third person swimming against the 5 to 6 
metres high waves but the could not succeed at the first at- 
tempt and was thrown back. However, he did not give in 
and after regaining breath, brought out the third man also. 

Shri Ramjibhai Bhikhabhai Gohel thus displayed conspici- 
ous courage and promptitude in saving three human lives from 
drowning in the stormy sea, under circumstances spelling very 
great danger to his own life.

The truck and 
some adjoining jhuggies got completely destroyed by the Arc. 
Even some pucca houses were damaged owing to the explo- 
sion of gas cyclindcrs. On hearing the sound of the bursting 
cylinders, Shri Ghisu I.al Bhandari, who was living nearby, 
immediately rushed to the spot. On reaching there he came 
to know that a woman, who had given birth to a child about 
a week earlier, had been trapped in the fire in a hut with her 
baby. Shri Bhandari at once rushed into the hut, picked up 
the baby and took her out to a safe place. In this process 
he sustained some bruises on his legs but without bothering 
about them, he entered the hut again to rescue the ailing 
woman. While carrying her through the dense smoke be got 
injuries in the head.

New Delhi, the 31st January 1979 

No. 12/1/79-CS.n, — The rules for competitive examina- 
tions to bo held by the Staff Selection Commission (Ministry 
of Home Affairs) (Department of Personnel and Administra- 
tive Reforms) New Delhi, once every two months during the 
year 1979, on Second Saturday and Sunday and. If necessary, 
on the holiday/Sunday following thereafter, for the purpose 
of filling temporary vacancies in Grade D of the Central 
Secretariat Stenographer’s Service are published for general 
information. 

2 The number of vacancies in the Central Secretariat 
Stenographers’ Service to be filled on the result of the exa- 
mination will he determined bv Government from time to 
time and intimated to the .Staff Selection Commission before 
the results of the examinations are announced by the Com- 
mission. The approximate number for each examination 
will be 50. Reservations will be made for candidates 
belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes in res- 
pect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government of 
India. 1 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Constituiton Scheduled Castes) Order, 
1950; the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950; 
the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) (Union Territories 
Order, 1951; the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Union 
Territores) Order, 1951; as amended by the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes Lists (Modification) Order; 
1956, the Bombay Reorganisation Act. 1960. the Punjab Re- 
organisation Act, 1966, the State of Himachal Pradesh Act, 
1970 and the North Eastern Areas (Reorganisation) Act, 
1971, the Constitution (I am mu and Kashmir) Scheduled 1 
Castes Order, 1956, the Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959, the Constitution 
(Dadra and Nagar Havcli) Scheduled Castes Order 1962, 
the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled 
Tribes Order, 1962 [the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962] the Constitution 
(Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar Pradesh) Order, 1967, the 
Constitution (Goa. Daman and Diu) Scheduled Castes 
Order, 1968; the Constitution (Goa, Daman and D4u) 
Scheduled Tribes Order 1968; the Constitution (Nagaland)

3. The examination will be conducted bv the Staff Selection 
Commission, in the manner prescribed in the Appendix T 
to these Rules. For the purpose of admission Ihey will be 
required to submit applications, on plain paper as in the 
form given in Appendix II, which shall, after due scrutiny 
will be forwarded bv the Ministry /Departmcnt/Ofllce con- 
cerned to the Staff Selection Commission latest bv the 1st 
of the month preceding the month in which the examination 
is to be held. 

4. Anv permanent or temporary regularly appointed 
TDC/UDC pf the Centra) Secretariat Clerical Service shall 
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be eligible to appear at the examination and compete for 
the vacancies. 

(1) Length of Service. — Ho should have, on the 1st 
January, 1979 lendered not less than two years approved and 
continuous service in the Lower Division Grade or the 
Upper Division Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical 
Service. 

Note 1. — The limit of two years of approved and conti- 
nuous service will also apply if the total reckunable service 
of a candidate is partly in the Lower Division Grade or the 
Upper Division Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical 
Service. 

Note 2.— Officers of the Lower Division Grade or the 
Upper Division Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical 
Service who are on deputation to ex-cadre posts with the 
approval of the competent authority will be eligible to be 
admitted to the examination, if otherwise eligible. This also 
applies to an officer who has been appointed to an ex-cadre 
post or to another service on transfer if he continues to have 
a lien in the Lower Division Grade or the Upper Division 
Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service for the 
time being. 

Note 3. — Regularly appointed officers to the Lower Divi- 
sion Grade or the Upper Division Grade means an officer 
allotted to any of the cadres of the Central Secretariat 
Clerical Service at the commencement of the Central Secre- 
tariat Clerical Service rules, 1962 or appointed thereafter 
on a long-term basis to the Lower Division Grade or the 
Upper Division Grade of the Services as the case may be, 
according to the prescribed procedure. 

(2) Age.- — Ho should not be more than 50 years of age on 
the 1st January, 1979 t.e. he must not have been born earlier 
than 2nd January. 1929. 

5. The upper age limit prescribed above will be further 
relaxazle : — 

(i) upto a maximum of five years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) upto a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide displaced person from Bangladesh 
(erstwhile East Pakistan) and has migrated, to India 
on or after 1st January, 1964 but before 25th 
March, 1971; 

(ill) upto a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide displaced person from 
Bangladesh (erstwhile East Pakistan) and has 
migrated to India on or after 1st January, 1964 
(but before 25lh March, 1971); 

(iv) upto a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Sri 
Innka and has migrated to Tndia on or after 1st 
November, 1964 under the Inclo-Ceylon Agreement 
of October, 1964; 

(v) upto a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Sri Lanka and has migrated to India on or 
after 1st November, 1964, under the Indo-Ceylon 
Agreement of October, 1964; 

(vi) upto a maximum of three years If a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda, the United Republic of Tanzania (former- 
ly Tongnnyka and Zanzibar), Zambia, Malawi, 
Zaire and Ethiopia. 

(vil) upto a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st June. 
1963; 

(vlii) upto a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June. 1963; 


(ix) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 

Defence Service personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence 

thereof; 

(x) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 

Defence Service personnel disabled in operation 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence 

thereof and who belong to the Scheduled Caste or 
the Scheduled Tribes; 

(xi) up to maximum of three years in Ihe case of 
Border Security personnel disabled in operations 
during the Indo-Pakistan hostilities of 1971 and 
released as a consequence thereof; 

(xii) upto a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during the Indo-Pakistan hostilities of 1971 
and released as a consequence thereof who belong 
to the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes. 

(xiii) upto a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Vietnam, 
and has migrated to India, not earlier than July, 
1975. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE, THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED ABOVE SHALL IN NO CASE BE RELAX- 
ED. 

6. A candidate who fails inf, the examination will not bo 
eligible to take the next examination but esily that following 
the next examination or subsequent examination. 

7. No candidate will be admitted to the examination un- 
less he holds a certificate of admission from the Commis- 
sion. 

8. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed of Rfl. 8/- 
(Rupees eight only) for general candidates and Rs. 2/- 
(Rupees two only) for Scheduled Castes /Scheduled Tribe# 
candidates either by postal orders or bank draft. 

9. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission to the examination. 

10. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission to be guilty of : — • 

(1) obtaining support for his candidature by any means, 
or 

(ii) impersonating, or 

(iii) procuring impersonation by any person, or 

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or documents 
which have been tampered with or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for the exami- 
nation, or 

(vit) using unfair means in the examination hall, or 

(vlii) Misbehaving in the examination hall, or 

(ix) attempting to commit or, as the case may be abett- 
ing the Commission of all or any of the nets speci- 
fic in the foregoing clauses, 

may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal pro- 
secution be liable : — 

(a) to be disqualified bv the Commission from the 
examination for which he is a candidate, or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a specified 
period — 

(i) by the Commission from any examination or 
selection held by them; 

(li) by the Central Government from any employ- 
ment under them; and 

(c) to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules. 
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11. After the examination the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in one list, in the order of merit, as 
disclosed by the aggregate marks finally awarded to ’each 
candidate, and in that order so many candidates as are found 
by the Commission to be qualified by the examination shall 
be recommended for appointment unto the number of 
unreserved vacancies decided to be filled on the results of 
the examination in the Central .Secretariat Stenographers’ 
Service Grade ‘D’. 

Provided that the candidates belonging to any of the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent 
the number of vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the 
general standard, be recommended by the Staff Selection 
Commission by a relaxed standard to make up the deficiency 
in the reserved quota subject to the fitness of these candidates 
for selection to the service, iiTespective of their ranks in the 
order of merit at the examination. 

Note : — Candidates should dearly understand that this is 
a competitive and not a qualifying examination. The number 
of persons to be appointed to Grade D of the Service on the 
results of the examination is entirely within the competence 
of Government to decide. No candidate will, therefore, 
have any claim for appointment as a Stenographer Grade- D 
on the basis of his performance in this examination as a 
matter of right. 

12. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with (hem regarding the 
result. 

13. Success in the examination confers no right to selec- 
tion unless the Government aro satisfied, after such enquiry 
as may be considered necessary, that the candidate, having 
regard to his conduct in service, is suitable in all respects for 
selection. 

A candidate who, after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
or otherwise quits the service or severs his connection with 
it, or whose services are terminated by his department or 
who is appointed to an cx-cadre post or to another service 
on 'transfer’ and does not have a lien on Central Secretariat 
Clerical Sendee will not be eligible for appointment on the 
results of this examination. 

This, however, does not apply to a candidate who has 
been appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post with the 
approval of the competent authority.

The fulfilment of the require- 
ment for specialists in various disciplines on the faculty of 
the Institute together with the induction of outside expertise 
and other inputs, for specific programmes is not easily 
achieved under the present form or management as subordi- 
nate offices under the Ministry. 

4. It has, therefore, been decided to reorganize these 
Institutes into a Society which will function as the apex 
national body for fulfilling the training requirements of tho 
power sector in the country by co-ordinating the training 
programmes of the various utilities and supplementing the 
same with its own training activities. The Society will 
function through a Governing Council which will have 
broad-based representation, including persons from allied 
fields and disciplines, the Central Electricity Authority, 
Ministry of Energy, and Finance. 

5. The actual transfer of the existing Institutes will be 
done after the issue of orders in each case.
